Tho laboring man has had no 


cause to complain. Practically all 
of our leading Industrial Institutions, 
with but few exceptions, have been 
In continuous operation and there has 
been no slump In the matter of wages, 
There are also several new agencies for 
tho employment of labor which have 
sprung Into being this year. 
For In- 


stance the Oncida Gas Company has, 
since early spring, maintained a largo 
crow of workmen. Many men have 
been busy laying new sower and water 
systems, and the new street Improve- 
ments have given employment to a 
big force.

Dr. Wiley says tho crack In nn ordi- 


nary intiK doing dally duty In a lunch- 
room shelters enough Imcllll to put 
tho nation Into decadence. 
Death of 


n horrible sort lurks in those cracks. 
Show Dr. Wiley a cracked mug — n 
china mug—and ho will lay a bet that 
you are n dead man If tho right ba- 
cillus hustles out of the crack 
and 


bites you on tho lip while you are 
quailing your dally boverago. 


Washington IB making a war 
on 


dirty lunchrooms, and Mr. Wiley IH 
furnishing some of tho sinews. Ills

cracks harboring moro germs than 
others and varying In accordance to 
their magnitude and character of ma.

Tho 
modern way is for tho batter to pick 
up tho mask and hand it over to tho 
hot and dusty catcher when ho re- 
turns to his post. Tho fans who lovo 
to talk about tho "good old days" of 
bnsoball entirely overlook tho fuct that 
the games of to-day aro fit and proper 
for women and chlldrvn to soo, while 
many of tho games o! 20 yaurs ago 
wore not.

gamo there may he counter "four- 
flushing." or practicing tho art on 
both sides, or If thoro aro four or live 
candidates In tho Held, thoro may bo 
only ono candidate who re-ally stands 
any show of election, and n quartette 
of "four-flushers" gaily 
bringing up 


tho rear. The 'also rans" hnvo entered 
tho rnco for various reasons. 
Somo 


of them got a llttlo notoriety, somo of 
them to try their political strength, 
und others for tho purpose of loading 
a forlorn hope against the probable 
winner. 


Thero are "four-flusherH" who ply 


their vocation deliberately, nnd those 
•who do It by dint of long practice nt 
dissimulation; 
and still others who 


have the practice forced on them by 
reason of circumstances. 
Some men 


are born to It; other men achieve 
"four-flushing,'' nnd others still hnvo It 
thrust upon them. Thoro aro tho loud- 
mouthed and noisy members of tho 
tribe, and also the quiet and persuas- 
ively earnest devotees of tho cult. Tho 
blatant ones nro tho fellows who usu- 
ally wear a Inrgo "headlight" diamond 
stud, and who bring down to the down- 
town political, headquarters astonish- 
ing reports about what they aro going 
to do in their particular wards. 


1 recollect particularly ono of this 


kind. Ho was always going to do 
great things. And ho would demon 
titrate by verbai mathematics Just bow 
It was a "cinch" that ho had tho ward 
tied up*as tight as a snaro drum.

This gentleman would koop on swell 
ing until tho morning uftor election, 
nnd then he would disappear for a fow 
days. When h«> reappeared, with his 
ward knocked "galley-west"

the 


election, nnd about 99 per cent, of his 
predictions gone wrong, ho would still 
havo that old "bluffy" walk on him, 
and would bo gabbing triumphantly 
about somo precinct that had gone his 
way, and explaining how they would 
have all went tho same way If "Hill 
Hotsford" or ".loo Summons" or "Pete 
Highball" had "stuck." Tho only of- 
fensive thing about this lobster's uttl 
tudo was that he assumed that somo 
one was going to bollovo him. Ho was 
per so n "stiff," as such cuttle aro 
termed In politics, nnd 
n 
laughing 


stock among seasoned politicians, but 
ho went about imagining that ho was 
a real factor In politics, when ho could 
scarcely rontrol his own vote. 


As a rule, those "plugs" wero follows 


who had accidentally gotten a little 
Hooting notoriety In tho ward. They 
might by some strange accident havo 
oven been elected alderman for one 
term.

Everyone except- 
ing himself know that what ho says, 
does, thinks and fools IH of no more 
Importance than n rabbit. 


No ono but a rank 
"four-flusher" 


makes tlu-so senseless "breaks," but 
tho largo cities simply swarm 
with 


rank "four-flushers." 


A favorite scheme of tho standard 


"four-flushers" in elections was to put 
up an "Independent" "dummy" candi- 
date. Something's two "dummy" can- 
didates woro put forward In the race. 
Suppose, for Instance, that "A" and 
"B" are tho regular candidates of tho 
main parties. "13," wo will say. Is tho 
stronger of the two. "A" finances tho 
nomination of un "Independent" can- 
didate, or a Prohibition, Labor-Social- 
ist, or any old candidate whom ho may 
think will weaken "H's" chances. If 
"B" thinks the move will weaken him, 
ho may up with an "Independent" can- 


tied 
Republican or 
Democrat who, 


after election, slidcH gracefully back 
Into party traces, perfectly sntlsflod 
to havo his "Independence" oloct him, 
but carrying the joke no further. 


Koform Is a prolific source of politi- 


cal "four-flushlm;." 
Take some btisl- 


nesH which offends certain of the more 
puritanically 
'ncllneil citizens. This 


business may bo regularly 
licensed 


and declared legal, and thoro may bo 
constitutional grounds which, until n 
change In the constitution, would ab- 
solutely prevent interference in tho 
business on. tho part of 
tho authori- 


ties. Does this daunt the "four-Hush- 
or" who wishes a little advertising? 
Not a bit of It. Ho gets together his 
cohorts and besieges tho political au- 
thorities demanding that they do those 
things which are under tho law abso- 
lutely forbidden. 


Tho authorities consult tho law do- 


partinent, and the department gives 
an opinion, Iwcod on tho soundest an. 
thorlty, that the proposition IB unten- 
able. 
Then 
tht> 
reforming 
"four- 


lluither" holds a fow public meetings 
and adds HOIIIO moro "four-flushers" to 
tho list. Speeches aro mado nnd the 
authorities aro 
denounced, also tho 


lawyers who havo given tho dlxsont- 
Ing opinion to tho views of tho reform 
"four-flushers." 


Then 
some 
scintillating 
genius 


among tho brethren suggests that an 
Injunction bo obtained from somo per- 
fectly "unbiased" Judge. 
A descent 


is made upon the courts, a 
perfectly 


"unbiased" and complaisant Jurist Is 
picked out, who Issues an Injunction, 
and the "four-flushers" gather to offer 
up thanks. An appeal being 
taken 


from his ruling, tho slate .court, or tho 
supremo court of tho United States, 
hands down an opinion that tho "un- 
biased" Judge Is an "ass," or words to 


that effect, and tho Injunction Is dls- 
solved. 


Thereupon tho "four-flushers" hold 


additional meo.lngs In which thoy de- 
nounce tho supreme courts, and, as 
soon as a now net of authorities corao 
Into power, resume tho old "bluff" of 
asking that tho business which they 
do not llko bo suppressed.

not boon to Hllo, the little seaport1 on 
tho Island of Hawaii, may not think 
It a matter of moment that tho "wild 
Chinaman of tho Papalkaumanka" Is 
dead. 
Llko 
many worthy folk, Ah 


Chow did not have his namo printed 
much In the newspapers until after ho 
died, but that was the fault of tho 
papers and not of Ah Chow. 


They say down In Hllo that Ah Chow 


came to tho Islands 30 years ago as a 
contract laborer on a sugar plantation. 
Ho evidently did not like being a con- 
tract laborer, for ho flod from the plan- 
tation soon 
after 
hla 
arrival 
and 


worked his way up to tho almost Inac- 
cessible mountain crag of Papalkou. 
manka to a little plateau hanging diz- 
zily over a cliff's edge. When some of 
tho plantation men wont to get him 
Ah Chow put up such a fight by roll- 
Ing bowlders down on the only trail 
to his retreat that the attempt to bring 
him back was given up. 


Eighteen years ago the report spread 


about tho country thereabouts that tho 
lonely Chinaman was a leper and a 
posse was sent up tho mountain to 
bring him back Into town for trnnspor- 
tat Ion to Molokal, tho Hawaiian lepor 
colony. Ah Chow fought the posse 
with bowlders until they gained a foot- 
hold in his narrow shelf of tho moun- 
tain, and then charged tho timorous 
Kanakas with a spear fashioned of 
hard wood and with tho point har- 
dened In tho fire. 


Ho was captured finally and exam- 


ined. It was found that tho wild Chi- 
naman did not have leprosy and 1m 
was allowed to go back to his aerlo on 
tho mountain. 


Prom that day until the Chinaman's 


body was found n month ago, lying In 
a rudo collln of his own making Inside 
his hut, no man Is known to have 
epoken with him and fow had seen
